anil pea' weevils—which amounts to 
millions of dollars annually—is large- 
ly preventable, an<J by putting a stop 
to it a valuable and much-needed 
source of the nation's food supply can 
be saved. 
No satisfactory artlflcitit 


remedied can be applied to kill \\ee%il 
grubs in beans, peas or cowpeas grow- 
ing in the field, but they can be easily 
and effectively controlled jifterwnrd 
If the necessary care is given. The 
crop should be harvested as soon ai 
possible after maturity, and the seeds 
thrashed or shelled and treated by 
fumigation, heat or cold storage, in 
order'to kill the weevils In them be- 
fore they can increase in numbers and 
carry on their destructive work.

Dipping seed in boiling water 
for one minute is also an effective 
remedy. Weevils will not feed or 
cause damage nt low temperatures, and 
If seed can be kept in cold storage at 
a temperature of 32 to 43 degrees 
Fahrenheit^ no' trouble from this pest 
will result.

The serious losses caused by bean 


anil pea' weevils—which amounts to 
millions of dollars annually—is large- 
ly preventable, an<J by putting a stop 
to it a valuable and much-needed 
source of the nation's food supply can 
be saved. 
No satisfactory artlflcitit 


remedied can be applied to kill \\ee%il 
grubs in beans, peas or cowpeas grow- 
ing in the field, but they can be easily 
and effectively controlled jifterwnrd 
If the necessary care is given. The 
crop should be harvested as soon ai 
possible after maturity, and the seeds 
thrashed or shelled and treated by 
fumigation, heat or cold storage, in 
order'to kill the weevils In them be- 
fore they can increase in numbers and 
carry on their destructive work.

Killed by Heating. 


When there is only a smull.quantlty 


Of seed, the weevil may be killed by 
heating the sped in the oven for sev- 
eral hours. The oven should not be 
hotter than 120 to 145 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. Dipping seed in boiling water 
for one minute is also an effective 
remedy. Weevils will not feed or 
cause damage nt low temperatures, and 
If seed can be kept in cold storage at 
a temperature of 32 to 43 degrees 
Fahrenheit^ no' trouble from this pest 
will result.
